Is  Chinatown  perched  on  a 
hotbed  of  history?  Some  peo¬ 
ple  seem  to  think  so. 

In  a  time-honored  city  like 
Boston,  neighborhoods  are 
rife  with  old  buildings  and 
landmarks  where  much  of 
America’s  early  history  un¬ 
folded. 

Chinatown  seems  to  be  sur¬ 
rounded  by  these  glittery 
places.  There  are  Beacon 
Hill,  Bay  Village, 
Downtown,  and  South  Sta¬ 
tion.  But  what  about  right 
here? 

In  the  view  of  some  people, 
nestled  between  tiny  family- 
owned  restaurants,  gift 
shops,  textile  firms,  and 
medical  offices  stand 
monuments  to  some  of 
Boston’s  history. 

On  the  Chinatown/South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council, 
there  are  apparently  a  few 
who  are  mulling  over  the 
possibility  of  designating 
Chinatown  a  special  historic 


At  a  neighborhood  council 
meeting  in  July,  Frank  Chin, 
chair  of  the  commerce  sub¬ 
committee,  lightly  suggested 
he  would  study  the  formation 
of  such  a  district. 

But  the  progress  of  his 
study  remains  a  mystery  as 


Chin  did  not  return  repeated 
phone  calls  from  the  Sampan. 

While  the  proposal  sits  un¬ 
moved  in  his  subcommittee, 
the  benefits  of  creating  a 
historic  district  are  worth  ex¬ 
ploring.

Property  owner  plans  to  convert  Knapp 
Street  building  into  apartment  complex

The  owner  of  the  9-11  Knapp 
Street  building  said  he  hopes  to 
start  converting  his  19th- 
century,  red-brick  structure  into 
an  apartment  dwelling  early  next 
year. 

“This  isn’t  going  to  be  an  easy 
project,  but  I  feel  very  excited 
about  this,’’  said  Richard  Ho, 
who  plans  to  appeal  to  local  mer¬ 
chants  and  the  community  for 
support  for  the  plan  that  will  br¬ 
ing  more  housing  to  Chinatown, 
particularly  during  a  time  when, 
as  Ho  said,  it  is  “acutely”  need¬ 
ed  by  the  community. 

Ho,  a  Chelmsford  resident 
who  bought  the  structure  last 
year  and  owns  other  buildings  in 
the  Boston  area,  has  filed  a  re¬ 
quest  with  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeal  to  obtain  a  variance  to 
begin  renovating  the  six-story 
building. 

Ho’s  application  to  refurbish 
the  building  was  denied  by  the 
Department  of  Inspectional  Ser¬ 
vices  because  of  reconstruction 
guidelines  for  the  area.  Ho  will 
appear  before  the  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peal  on  October  14  to 
demonstrate  his  renovation  plan 
does  not  include  expanding  the 
height  of  the  building  or  en¬ 
croaching  on  existing  open  space 
on  the  narrow  street. 

Ho  said  he  wants  to  turn  the 
loft  building  into  a  “high  quali¬ 
ty”  apartment  building,  with  ten 
percent  of  the  units  set  aside  for 


low-  to  moderate-income 
tenants. 

“There’s  a  great  housing  de¬ 
mand  in  Chinatown.  I  think  this 
is  a  good  location  for  the  people 
who  want  more  housing,”  Ho 
said. 

Ho  said  he  plans  to  build 
around  35  one-  to  two-bedroom 
units  in  the  building,  but  he  has 
not  decided  whether  to  build 
rental  apartments  or  con¬ 
dominiums. 

The  renovation  is  expected  to 
cost  over  $1.5  million,  Ho  said. 
Because  he  has  not  been  granted 
a  variance  for  the  project,  Ho 
said  he  will  wait  for  the  go- 
ahead  from  the  city  before  draw¬ 


ing  up  sket¬ 
ches  for  the 
units. 

Ho  said  he 
does  not  plan 
to  build  park¬ 
ing  facilities 
for  the 
building. 
“Parking  is 
too  expensive 
and  such  an  in¬ 
convenience  in 
Boston.  I  ex¬ 
pect  that  peo¬ 
ple  who’ll  live 
there  won’t 
own  cars.” 
The 

building  is 
currently  oc¬ 
cupied  by  Z  Sportswear  Ltd.,  a 
garment  company;  Tony  Tawa 
Theatrical  Agency;  and  Mardi 
Gras  Club,  an  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  lounge. 

Z  Sportswear  and  Tony  Tawa 
Theatrical  are  tenants -at- will, 
said  Ho,  adding  he  will  ask  them 
to  leave  the  building  soon.  But 
the  owner  said  the  Mardi  Gras 
Club  has  a  five-year  lease  which 
started  last  April.  Because  they 
have  the  option  stay  there  until 
1991,  Ho  said  he  plans  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  lease  back  from  the 
nightclub  owners. 

“I’m  confident  we’ll  be  able 
to  buy  them  out,  so  we  can  start 
construction,”  he  said. 


Housing  project  site 
nears  final  selection 

Location  to  build  a  CCBA-managed  housing 
complex  may  be  announced  next  month.

A  proposed  housing  complex 
to  be  partly  financed  by  linkage 
money  generated  by  the  soon-to- 
be-built  125  Summer  Street 
building  downtown  is  slowly 
taking  off  the  ground  as  a  con¬ 
struction  site  is  close  to  selec¬ 
tion. 

Paul  Chan,  vice-president  of 
L.E.  Smith  Management  Co. 
and  a  consultant  to  the  affor¬ 
dable  housing  complex,  said  he 
hopes  to  announce  to  Chinatown 
next  month  a  few  possible  loca¬ 
tions  to  build  the  project. 

“We’re  working  on  several 
sites,  but  we’d  rather  not  make 
an  announcement  now,”  said 
Chan,  who  intends  to  reveal  the 
alternative  locations  in  a  presen¬ 
tation  to  the  Chinatown/South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council. 

Chan  is  working  in  concert 
with  Frank  Chin,  executive 
director  of  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  Yu  Sing  Jung,  of 
Jung/Brannen  Associates,  an  ar¬ 
chitectural  firm,  in  drafting  a 
proposal  to  build  an  affordable 
housing  project  to  help  relieve 
Chinatown’s  crowded  housing 
problems. 

The  housing  proposal  was 
pioneered  by  the  CCBA  in  col¬ 
laboration  with  Jaymont  Proper¬ 
ties  and  A.W.  Perry  Company, 
two  developers  who  plan  to 
build  a  23-story  office  building 
downtown  called  125  Summer 
Street. 

Instead  of  placing  their 
linkage  money,  required  of  all 
developers  who  build  large  com¬ 
mercial  projects  over  100,000 
square  feet,  in  the  city’s  housing 
trust,  Jaymont/Perry  exercised 


the  option  of  fostering  a  housing 
project  on  their  own. 

The  CCBA  and 
Jaymont/Perry  are  currently  put¬ 
ting  together  a  CCBA-led  part¬ 
nership  that  will  oversee  the 
building  of  the  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  complex.  The  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  has 
approved  the  plan,  which  will 
directly  benefit  the  Chinese 
community. 

Because  the  CCBA  does  not 
have  the  technical  expertise  to 
manage  the  project,  it  decided  at 
a  meeting  on  August  1 1  to  hire 
Paul  Chan,  Frank  Chin,  and  Yu 
Sing  Jung  as  consultants  for  the 
housing  unit.  (See  Related  Story 
Page  3)

Paul  Chan  has  worked  with 
the  CCBA  in  the  past,  acting  as 
property  manager  for  Tai  Tung 
Village.

Some  in  the  YMCA, 
which  is  plagued  by  a 
dilapidated  building,  are  in¬ 
terested  in  moving  after  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  offered 
to  construct  a  new  YMCA  in  its 
proposed  parking  garage. 

Executive  Director  Richard 
Chin  of  the  YMCA  called  it  the 
best  option  available  to  the  YM¬ 
CA  in  the  past  20  years. 

Parcels  R-3  and  R-3a  have 
also  been  eyed,  but  the  two  are 
problematic  because  of  the 
elevated  Orange  Line. 


Chan  is  dubious  about  the 
possibilities  in  the  South  End. 
“We’re  concerned  about  the 
political  climate  there.  The 
population  may  not  like  addi¬ 
tional  affordable  housing,”  he 
said. 

According  to  Ting  Fun  Yeh, 
Chinatown  planner  for  the  BRA, 
the  sites  under  consideration  in 
the  South  End  are  Parcels  3b,  a 
tract  of  land  south  of  the  South 
Cove  Manor  Nursing  Home  and 
the  Holy  Trinity  Church  on  Tre- 
mont  Street,  and  Parcel  31,  the 
stretch  of  land  bounded  by  East 
Berkeley,  Harrison,  and 
Washington  streets  near  the 
MBTA’s  Dover  station. 

Ron  Fong,  a  BRA  housing 
planner  and  analyst,  said  there  is 
pressure  to  find  a  spot  quickly 
since  the  CCBA/Jaymont/Perry 
partnership  would  like  to  apply 


for  construction  loans  and  rent 
subsidies  during  the  next  round 
of  applications  at  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Agency. 

The  $1.38  million  Jaymont 
linkage  payment  will  be  financ¬ 
ing  only  a  portion  of  the 
development.  Fong  said  the  pro¬ 
ject  is  estimated  to  cost  $5 
million,  but  that  figure  is  still 
unclear  since  no  one  knows  what 
kind  of  complex  will  be  built. 

Fong  said  alternative  funding 
for  the  project  may  also  come 
from  future  linkage  payments  to 
the  city,  citing  the  Kingston- 
Bedford-Essex  development  as 
one  possible  source  of  revenue. 

The  cost  of  the  housing  pro¬ 
ject  could  increase,  Chan  said,  if 
the  CCBA  is  forced  to  build 
underground  parking.  Chan  said 
that  could  push  the  pricetag  up  to 
well  over  $5  million. 

Because  a  site  has  not  been 
selected,  the  project  has  not  even 
made  it  pass  the  drawing  board. 
There  are  still  questions  about 
whether  a  home-ownership  pro¬ 
ject  should  be  built  or  a  rental 
development.  Chan  said  the  ren¬ 
tal  apartment  building  idea  has 
the  most  support  right  now. 


When  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent 
Association  decided  at  an 
August  11  meeting  to  hire 
Paul  Chan,  Frank  Chin,  and 
Yu  Sing  Jung  as  consultants 
for  the  newest  housing  com¬ 
plex  proposed  for 
Chinatown,  there  were  some 
unhappy  reactions  after  the 
meeting. 

At  least  that  is  what  is  be¬ 
ing  turned  out  by  the  rumor 
mill  in  Chinatown  these  days. 
There  were  some  who  were 
unhappy,  sources  say,  not 
because  of  who  was  ap¬ 
pointed,  but  because  of  the 
stipend  that  approved  for  the 
three  consultants. 

The  CCBA  agreed  upon 
paying  a  consulting  fee 
amounting  to  10  percent  of 
the  cost  of  the  housing  com¬ 
plex  —  a  project  has  become 
a  reality  after  developers  Jay¬ 
mont  Properties  and  A.W. 
Perry  made  a  $1.38  million 


linkage  payment  for 
Chinatown. 

Paul  Chan  called  it  a 
“fair”  fee,  but  others  found 
the  percentage  too  high  and 
excessive.  The  project  is 
estimated  to  cost  around  $5 
million  in  total.  One  letter  in 
fact  publicly  denounced  the 
venture  when  it  was  publish¬ 
ed  in  the  Singtao  newspaper 
when  on  September  3. 

The  CCBA,  as  a  nonprofit 
agency,  does  not  have  the 
technical  expertise  to  manage 
the  housing  project,  so  it  is 
forced  to  turn  to  consultants 
to  oversee  the  housing 
development. 

But  some  have  also  seen 
the  hiring  of  the  three  men  as 
a  conflict  of  interest.  The 
CCBA,  in  organizing  a  hous¬ 
ing  project  for  the  whole 
community,  ended  up  turning 
to  its  own  members  and  of¬ 
fered  a  fee  for  technical  ad¬ 
vice.  Frank  Chin,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  is  the  executive  director 
of  die  CCBA. 

The  Chinatown/South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council 
expressed  an  interest  in  learn¬ 
ing  more  about  the  restric¬ 
tions  in  using  the  linkage 
funds  for  the  housing 
development  at  its  meeting 
last  Monday.  Paul  Chan,  who 
attended  the  meeting, 
volunteered  to  answer  any 
questions  council  members 
had  about  the  project. 

Chan  said  it  is  standard 
practice  in  development  to  set 
aside  90  percent  of  the  cost 
for  the  mortgage,  construc¬ 
tion,  and  other  hard  costs  and 
10  percent  to  pay  for 
employee  skills. 

“All  of  the  money  is  being 
controlled  by  the  govern¬ 
ment,”  said  Chan,  who  noted 
that  no  one  would  be  paid  un¬ 
til  the  project  is  completed. 

“We’re  not  even  sure  what 
the  consulting  fee  will  be  .  .  . 
There  are  no  definites,” 
■Chan  said. 


Quincy  School

Thereafter,  they  met 
with  President  Ronald  Reagan  at 
a  special  White  House  ceremony 
honoring  the  school  ad¬ 
ministrators.

Commission  is  the  main  organ  at 
City  Hall  which  selects 
buildings  as  historic  landmarks. 
When  a  building  is  chosen  for  its 
historic  value  by  the  BLC,  it  is 
protected  by  law  from  demoli¬ 
tion  and  physical  change. 

The  same  holds  for  historic 
districts.  When  a  neighborhood 
is  designated  a  historic  district 
by  the  mayor  and  the  city  coun¬ 
cil,  the  physical  appearance  of 
the  existing  buildings  at  the  time 
of  the  appointment  are  preserv¬ 
ed.  Owners  cannot  change  the 
exteriors  of  their  buildings 
without  approval  from  the  BLC. 

There  are  different  standards 
for  each  historic  district. 
Sometimes  there  are  exemptions 
to  altering  the  facade  of  an  old 
building.  In  some  cases,  a 
historic  district  sets  down 
guidelines  for  new  development.

Some  examples  of  districts  are 
the  Back  Bay  Architectural 
District,  the  Historic  Beacon 
Hill  District,  and  the  Bay 
Village  Historic  District. 

Many  buildings  in  Boston  are 
mentioned  in  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment’s  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places,  but  such  pro¬ 
minence  does  not  protect  them 
from  reconstruction  or  demoli¬ 
tion.  Only  the  BLC  can  mete  out 
that  kind  of  protection  and  levy 
fines  against  violators.

A  group  of  community 
organizers  in  the  North  End  are 
attempting  to  win  historical 
recognition  from  the  BLC.  Their 
cause  has  been  an  active  one  as 
the  North  End  Historic  District 
Committee  has  been  working  for 
the  past  two  years,  amassing 
over  1,300  photos  of  buildings 
and  perhaps  just  as  many 
biographies  about  each  struc¬ 
ture. 

“We’re  always  grateful  that 
people  are  concerned  about  the 
historical  value  of  their 
neighborhoods,”  said  Carol  L. 
Higgins,  assistant  survey  direc¬ 
tor  at  the  BLC. 

But,  she  added,  since  the  BLC 
is  overloaded  with  the  work 
associated  with  current  historic 
districts,  it  is  not  enthusiastic 
about  creating  more  until  the 
staff  of  its  office  increases. 

The  BLC  is  constantly  respon¬ 
ding  to  requests  from  building 
owners  in  historic  districts  seek- 


is  said  to  nurture  buildings  of  historic  worth 


ing  special  permission  to  make 
structural  changes. 

Higgins  also  stressed  that 
neighborhoods  should  not  con¬ 
sider  historical  designation  as  a 
way  to  clamp  down  on  construc¬ 
tion.  “Historical  designation  is 
not  a  zoning  tool,”  she  said. 
“It’s  purpose  is  to  keep  the  in¬ 
tegrity  of  the  existing  buildings 
and  not  a  way  to  stop  develop¬ 
ment.” 


First-class  luxury 


When  the  question  of  a 
historic  district  for  Chinatown  is 
raised,  it  tends  to  draw  skeptical 
reaction.  The  neighborhood  is 
definitely  not  known  for  its 
well-groomed  sidewalks  and 
buildings.  So  is  there,  in  fact, 
anything  in  Chinatown  worth 
preserving  for  its  historical 
value? 

The  Boston  Landmarks  Com¬ 
mission  thinks  so,  and  here  are 
some  examples  of  buildings 
nearby  that  are  noteworthy. 

•  The  Boylston  Building.  Site  of 
the  China  Trade  Center.  Built  in

1887,  this  was  the  site  of  the 
Boylston  Market  Association, 
one  the  the  city’s  three  major 
trading  centers  at  the  turn  of  the 
century.  Listed  in  The  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places. 

•  The  Liberty  Tree  Building  in 
the  Combat  Zone.  Built  in  1850 
by  Boston  millionaire  David 
Sears  to  commemorate  the 
Liberty  Tree,  which  was  planted 
in  1646  and  became  a  rallying 
point  for  American  revolu- 


The  Old  Quincy  School.  One  of  the 
oldest  public  elementary  school 
buildings  in  Boston.  Built  by  GrkUey 
J.F.  Bryant,  who  designed  many 
buildings  downtown  in  the  1800s. 


tionaries.  The  anti-Tory  Sons  of 
Liberty  group  was  formed  here. 
Site  of  many  protests.  Anti- 
government  leaflets  and  posters 
were  hung  on  the  tree,  which  the 
British  cut  down  in  1775.  Listed 
in  the  National  Register. 

•  The  Hayden  Building  in  the 
Combat  Zone.  Built  in  1875. 
Listed  in  the  National  Register. 
Designed  by  H.H.  Richardson, 
serving  as  the  prototype  for  his 
Marshall  Field  Wholesale  Store 
building  in  Chicago  in  1886, 
America’s  first  skyscraper. 

•  The  Chinese  Merchants 
Association  Building,  20  Hud¬ 
son  Street.  Built  in  1949. 


11-13  Essex  Street  building.  Built  in 
1871?  Owned  by  eminent  Bostonian 
David  Sears.  Three-bay  commeridal 
style  common  in  business  district  in 
mid-1800s.  Only  surviving  wood- 
facade  structure  from  the  Great  Fire 
of  1872. 

Designed  by  Edward  Chin-Park. 
The  building,  with  its  pagoda- 
crowned  roof,  was  the  center  of 
Chinatown  before  the  eastern 
part  of  it  was  razed  by 
bulldozers  to  construct  the  Cen- 


A  Kingston  Street  building.  The 
buildings  on  Kingston  Street  were 
residential  before  the  Great  Fire  of 
1872.  Occupants  left  after  the  Are, 
prompting  the  conversion  of  the  area 
into  the  textile  and  wool  district.

•  brick  rowhouses  on  Beach, 
Hudson,  and  Tyler  streets. 
Significant  because  they  have 
been  occupied  by  the  Chinese 
community  for  nearly  a  century. 
The  neighborhood  was  the  stop¬ 
ping  point  for  the  Chinese  who 
disembarked  at  the  nearby 


railway  terminal  for  Boston  and 
Worcester  Railroad.  Many 
Chinese  came  here  from  the 
West  Coast  when  jobs  were  lost 
after  the  completion  of  the 
Transcontinental  Railroad. 
Some  Chinese  were  lured  to 
Boston  by  companies  which  us¬ 
ed  them  to  help  break  strikes. 
Built  in  the  1840s,  the  buildings 
bear  a  striking  resemblance  to 
the  houses  in  Beacon  Hill,  which 
are  adorned  by  painted  shudders 
and  elaborate  doors  and  por¬ 


ticos.

The  process  of  designating 
a  historic  district  can  be  a 
complicated  one.  Although 
the  process  may  sound 
lengthy  and  intricate,  the 
Boston  Landmarks  Commis¬ 
sion  is  required  to  act  on  a 
proposal  within  30  days  after 
submission  by  scheduling  a 
public  hearing.  The  following 
is  an  abridged,  10-step 
chronology  of  the  designation 
process. 

•  Step  One:  Petition.  The 
mayor,  one  member  of  the 
Boston  Landmarks  Commis¬ 
sion,  or  10  registered  voters 
may  nominate  an  area  for  a 
historic  district. 

•  Two:  Preliminary  Hearing. 

•  Three:  Selection  of  Study 


Report  Staff.  BLC  staff 
members  or,  if  necessary,  a 
special  study  committee, 
comprised  of  five  BLC 
members  and  six  represen¬ 
tatives  from  the 
neighborhood. 

•  Four:  Study  Period.  The 
study  committee  or  BLC  staff 
workers  gamer  die  evidence 

to  support  a  historic  district. 

•  Five:  Final  Report.  Com¬ 
pleted  for  public  review. 

•  Six:  Public  Hearing. 

•  Seven:  BLC  Vote.  A  two- 
thirds  vote  is  necessary 
among  the  BLC  to  designate 
a  district. 

•  Eight:  Mayoral  Approval. 

•  Nine:  City  Council  Ap¬ 
proval. 

•  Ten:  Filing.
